AGAINST REFORM. 

The researches of the Post-DisrATcH have 
revealed the discouraging but not unexpected 
certainty that the Democracy of Missouri is 
opposed to civil service reform. The State 
officials are opposed to it from Governor 
down to Doorkeeper, the State Senators are 
opposed to it, the rural wisdom which enacts 
our laws in the lower house is opposed to it, 
and the large and influential membership of 
the third house is opposed to it.

The face of Democracy in Missouri is set as 
a flint against the idea of civil service reform 
and in favor of the spoils system. 

This is unfortunate because Missouri is 
one of the great Democratic States of the 
It has perhaps the largest Démo- 
cratic majority, and it is certainly the largest 
of the States in which a Democratic majority 
ean be counted on with the unfailing cer- 
tainty of the ice cropin Maine. The major- 
ity here is so Jarge and so sure that the Dem- 
ocrats can afford to be frank and sincere; 
they have no motive for evasion or con- 
cealment and when they affirm, that they re- 
pudiate civil service reform, their declara- 
tion is accepted as an honest one, and will be 
regarded by the people generally asa fair 
expression of Democratic sentiment. 
is unfortunate because we believe 
that the best interests of the country deinand 
a change of Administration, but the country 
will not place its Government in the hands 
of a party which avows its aetermination to 
enforce the spoils system. Unless the Dem- 
cratic party can make up its mind to aecept 
freely and loyally the principle of civil ser- 
vice reform, it will be condemned to wander 
indefinitely in sight of the promised land, but 
in the wilderness, and with scant rations of 
quails and manna.

BUILDING SHIPS, 

The report of the Naval Advisory Com- 

mittee is entitled to some weight on account 
of the character of the gentlemen who com- 
pose that board, but it is hard te understand 
how they came to.the conclusion to recom- 
mend either the completion of the old moni- 
tors or the construction of the second or third 
class armored cruisers which they wish to 
have begun at once. 
As far as the monitors are concerwed, the 
satisfaction of the committee with their con- 
dition only shows that the grave and learned 
committee is very easily satisfied. A trial 
speed of ten and one-half knots an hour 
without armament, equipment or coals would 
probably mean nine knots an hour in actual 
practice. But even if these monitors could 
steam at the rate of ten and a-half knots 
they would not be good fighting vessels. The 
report cautiously says that they are as good 
as any vessel of their size laid down previous 
to 1879. What assurance have we that in 
case of war our enemy would fight us only 
with vessels of our own size and of a pattern 
more tlran four years old? 

This is the objection to the crulsers also. 
War is not child’s play: it is a serious busi- 
ness. But it woulda be child’s play to place 
the maximum strength of our navy in 
cruisers of four thousand tons, which 
have no other use except to fight on 
sea, and then expect these cruisers to 
face the impregnable floating fortresses of 
moderu naval nations. 

The idea that we ought to spend money on 
our havy merely to makea show is absurd. 
If;we do not propose to have an effective 
navy we do not. want to spend any money for 
naval purposes. lf wedo wanta navy we 
want to reorganize our whole naval service, 
and to spend enough money to keep up with 
the progress of modern naval science, not 
to start to-day on building ships that were 
obsolete twelve years ago. 


GIRARD’S LEGACY. 

That miserly and misbelieving Philadel- 
phia Frenchman, STEPHEN GIRARD, who in 
his day was looked on as anenemy of man- 
kind and -~who in his last will and testament 
eft a testimony of the hatred between him- 
self and the preachers, has, after his death, 
rendered a service to the world of which the 
value goes onin annual increase. The an- 
nual report of the Board of Directors of the 
city trusts of the city of Philadelphia and of 
the superintendent of the great GIRARD 
estate shows that the value of that 
estate now exceeds fifteen millions 
of dollars, exclusive of the grounds and build- 
ings, which are valued at nearly three mil- 
lions more, Of course, as the estate is under 
the management of the Philadelphia philan- 
thropists, the expenses of the management 
absorb more than half the revenue, and dur- 
ing the past twelve months the expenditures 
of the’ estate have amounted to $526,000, 
while the income of the college was only 
$468,000. From this it appears that, while the 
miserly old infidel succeeded in aeccumulat- 
ing an estate valued at $18,000,000, which he 
generously gave to the education of the or- 
phans, the trustees of his estate spend more 
than half of his income on themselves and 
clear a net revenue of less than three per 
cent from improved Philadelphia property 
for the benefit of the trust. There were 
1.110 pupils in the college last year. If the 
estate were managed as well by the trustees 
as it would have been managed by old Grr- 
ARD, thére would be three times as many 
availing themselves of his magnificent 
charity to-day.

Our Unwholesome School-Rooms. 
St. Louis, Ja.uary 15, 1883. 
To the Editor of the PostDispatch: 

“Order is the first law of heaven.” Regularity 
is the rirst law of health. Without a due regard 
to regular habits and these habits based upon hy- 
gienic principles, there can be no great physical 
or mental development. What I wish to call at- 
tention to is the irregular sessions in some of our 
public schools, the double’ sessions, as 


they are commonly called. There is no doubt 
but the poor _ teachers are doing as 
they think for the best. I would not dare to even 
hint that the object is to get the day’s work done 
early that other duties or pleasures may be at- 
tended to or enjoyed. The weather may be in- 
clement, or the streets may be sloppy, (they usin 
ally are) but children will suffer less, much less— 
from either—than being keptin warm and badly 
ventilated rooms for five consecutive hours. The 
few moments recess is hardly worth speaking of, 
Many of the children come without luncheon, 
aud must therefore fast from breakfast 
tillalmost 3 p.m. This is an unusual hour, it 
breaks the habit of reguiar fuod taking, without 
which no one can long have good digestion, and, 
without perfect digestion, there can not be proper 
assimulations, and without these there can not be 
nutrition and development of the body and the 
vitai organs. 

I thing the boys rather like the double session, 
for they get out to play the sooner. As one boy 
saidtome, ‘“don’tsay anything against it, for 
we have so much longer to play when we havea 
double session.” 

Many of the children suffer from indigestion, 
prodrced by this irregularity. I y oe from posi- 
tive knowledge, as I have studied this matter, and 
have seen many cases traceable to no other cause. 
There can be no good reason on account of 
weather, for nearly ail the children have ‘‘water- 
. aud rubbers. It is a mistaken kindness. 

tis no doubt intended for the best, butit is a 
great error, and one that should be corrected. 
The school sessions are too long as they are, 
regularly, the recess is too short. The phys- 
ical is most assuredly being destroyed in an 
effort « to roduce great mental results. 
You, Mr. Editor, have been very successful in 
correcting the long recitations while “standing 
toeing the line.”’ and your work wouid have been 
complete in that direction had you succeeded in 

etting recitation seats, especially for the larger 
emale pupils—the se olar standing when reciting 
only. Now if you will sée that the double session 
is corrected—either abolished or made regular, 
every day the same, you will bave done a noble 
work for the future men and women. Yours 
truly, Dr. PERKINS.

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IS IT A MURDER? 
Reinhardt Felkner Dies at the City 
Hospital 


From a Wound in the Head, Which it is Sup- 
posed He Received in a Bar-Room Row. 


Frank Otto was arraigned before Judge 
Jecko in the First District Police Court this 
morning, to answer a charge of disturbing 
the peace, but was recommitted to await the 
Coroner’s investigation into the 
death of Reinhardt Felkner, which 
may result in the preferment 


of acharge of murder against the Police 
Court prisoner. Last Saturday night Rein- 
hardt{Felkner wasjcommitted to the City Hos- 
— with a serious scalp wound, which pro- 
uced death at an early hour Sunday morn- 
ing. The case was reported to the police and 
the Coroner by Dr. Dean, offthe City!Hospital. 
The department began an in- 
vestigation which lead to the 
discovery of some very suspicions circum- 
stances connected with the death.” About 8 
o clock last Saturday afternoon, Felkner left | 
his room at No, 1816 De Kalb street.aund went 
to Billy Sherman’s saloon, on Kosciusco, 
between Picot and Lesperance streets, where 
he drank considerable beer. A crowd of 
young men were in the saloon that evenin 
and a short time after his entranee a dispu 
occurred. The crowd adjourned to the side- 
walk, according to the statement of the bar- 
keeper, and after a short delay two of them 
returned with Felkner, who was bleedin 
freely from a wound in the head. The bl 
trickled down over his shoulder 
while he was apparently dazed and 
unconscious. The men, who were unknown, 
said that the injured man had fallen on the 
sidewalk and cut his head. Felkner was sent 
to the Dispensary in an ambulance and im- 
mediately forwarded to the City Hospital. 
He was then unconscious. Frank Otto and 
John Wieland were arres and held to 
await developments. When  Felkner’s 
death was reported to the police to-day 
Wieland, who, among others, was at the 
saloon, was arraigned in the First District 
Court and tinvd costs. At the suggestion of 
the arresting officers the case against Otto 


‘was continued until the 17th inst. In the 


meantime the Coroner will make an 
investigation into the case. 

Otto was seen to-day by a reporter at the 
Central District calaboose. He isa young 
man and only speaks German. He said: 

“I don’t know anything about the injury 
that Reinhardt received. I ha 
nothing to do with paehyae him. 
He was one of my best friends, 
and I always went with him. On last Satur- 
day evening I went tothe saloon and there 
was acrowdthere. Some were dancing and 
[joined in. The bar-keeper ordered me out 
and when I did not go he put me out. I lost 
my hat when they put me out and [ 
went back to get itanda cigar. There was 
a ey row in Pye but I did not 
strike anybody, nor did anybody strike me.- . 
I am sure I had nothing to do with striking 
Reinhardt, who was a good friend of mine. 
1 owe him $5 now that I borrowed from him 
some time ago. We were not enemies. I 
don’t know who struck him on the head, and 
pel believe he was dead when 1 was 

so.”” 

Otto will be held to await the inquest on 
the body of the deceased; who was em- 
pares at Englemann’s qnanry and was 

nown as Reinhold Voelkier. At present

The Planters’ House Fire Results 
in the Loss of Three Lives. 


- — 
— 


Frichtened Guests, Scantily Clad, Encounter 
the Cold of a Winter Morning=-A Fire in a 
Hardware Manufactory~Latest Details. 


At twenty-five minutes past three o’clock 
yesterday morning a fire which resulted in 
the death of three persons was discovered on 
the first floor of the rear building of the 
Planters’ House, by Mack Passet, the fire- 
man of the hotel. How or where the fire or- 
iginated will probably never be determined. 
Investigation would seem to indicate that it 
broke out in the ice-chest room underneath 
the kitchen and that it communicated from 
a gas jet in a water-closetin one corner of 
the room. The fire was fiercer in this apart- 

‘ment than anywhere else. Ata quarter past 
8 o’clock the “scrub girls” enrployed in the 
laundry were awakened and were at work 
when the alarm was given. When Passet 
discovered the flames his first attempt was at 
extinguishing them, but they spread so rap- 

‘idly and the smoke was so dense that he 
abandoned the effort and began shouting 
“fre!” The next person who was made 


» aware that a fire was raging in the hotel was. 


“Mr. Don Salter, the night clerk, 
who noticed dense volumes of smoke 


‘ =n the direction of the restaurant. Mr. Salter 
ran into the street and called to officer Mur- 
phy to sound thealarm, Then Mr, Murphy 
aummoned the bell boys and mounting the 
stairs leading to the floors where the guests 
of the hotel were sleeping they commenced 
rapping and kicking at the doors to arouse 
the slumberers. Other persons joined in the 
good work. notably Messrs. Chas. Meyer and 
Dave Nicholson and the members of tne 
“Big Four” minstrel troupe. The alarm was 
speedily communicated and the terrified 
guests, donning whatever apparel was 
nearest at hand, they hurried from their 
rooms anxious to get away from a build- 
ing which their excited imaginations pictur- 
ed as already doomed and eager to escape a 
fate like that which overtook the guests of 
the unfortunate Newhall House in Milwan- 
kee. Many of them, men, women and chil- 
‘dren. rushed into the street_ and sought ref- 
uge in the office of the Globe-Democrat, the 
Commercial restaurant on Pine street, Pate’s 
saloon on Fourth and McCullough’s saloon 
on Fifth street, which were the only places 
open atthat hour. They_received humane 
treatment everywhere. It was a bitterly 


eold morning and a good many 
of the guests who were clad 
only in scanty night-dress suffered 


intensely in the journey, For a while the 
greatest confusion prevailed, but with the 
arrival of the fire companies and the vigor- 
ous work of the firemen the excitement in 
the hotel gradually subsided. The guests 
were subsequently transferred to the South- 
ern, Lindell and Laclede hotels, while the 
heip of the hotel were kindly cared for. 

While these events were transpiring Mack 
Passet, the man who had noticed the flames 
first, was endeavoring toopen the gates of 
the private alley in the rear of the hotel in 
order to create a draft which would 
earry off the smoke and permit. the 
firemen to do their work with 
greater facility. He wds unable to do this 
unaided, however, and was forced tocal! to 
his assistance the pipemen of one of tlie fire 
engines. 

THE MEN RUSHED AGAINST THE GATES 
and tore them froin their fastenings. As 
soon as the firemen entered they made direct- 
ly for the plate where the fire was known to 
be raging. Although only avery few min- 
utes had elapsed between the sounding of 
the alarm and the arrival of the engines the 


fire had gained considerable headway, and 
by the ttme the gates had been 
opened as above described it 
bad commenced climbing a rear 


stairway leading to the apartments occupied 
by the male help of the hotel. Although 
these had been aroused in time to permit 
their escape many of them did not leave their 
beds until this stairway had commenced to 
burn and the smoke had become so dense 
that quite anumber of themopened their 
windows and jumped upon the roof of the 
hotel store room whence they reached the 
ground by-means of a pulley used for hoist- 
ing purposes, The fight of the firemen against 
the flames continued bravely all this while, 
and they gained rapidly on their enemy. 
By 6:30 o’clock the worst was over and the 
firemen commenced a tour of the building for 
the purpose of discovering if any lives had 
been lost. Only three dead bodies were dis- 
covered. . One f these was in @ room near 
the stgircase above described. It was lying 
on the bed wrapped in charred fragments of 
bed clothes. Another body was found in the 
kitchen near the foot of the staircase. It 
was burned out of ali resemblance to 
a human being. At about 7 
o’clock yesterda evening a third charred 
corpse was found about four steps from the 
bottom of the middle stairway. The name 
of the first man was Carlo Riboli, a pot- 
washer inthe kitchen; the second is believed 
to be Denis Reponte, a Frenchman, a carver 
in the restaurant, and the third is Henry 
Blany, 70 years old, who had been employed 
in the hotel! for. over a quarter of a century. 
The three bodies were transferred to the 
Morgue.

Facts About the Inspection of Corn 
in Chicago.

The January Clique to be Called for Margins-= 
Change Gossip. 


A St. Louis commission merchant, just re- 
turned from Chicago, where he spent yester- 
day, says itis possible tthe strict inspection 
of corn will soon be relaxed in ‘that market. 
The Chicago receivers have become alarmed 
at the reports from the country of the dis- 
content prevailing among the Western ship- 
per on account of the rigid standard main- 
tained by the Chicago inspectors. They see 
a large falling-off in their corn trade, unless 


something is done toease down the inspec- 
The country can send its corn to St. 


tion. 

Louis, and nearly all of it will inspect No. 
2 and sell at 46 to 49 cents. 
If it goes to Chicago - the chances 


have been and are that the same corn wili 
not grade above new mixed or rejected. The 
market in Chicago for these grades is 47 to 48 
cents for the former and 45 to 46 cents for 
the rejected. Taking the difference in rail 
freights, which is in favor of St. Louis on 
nearly all this corn that is now going to Chi- 
cago, itis plainly to be seen that the St. 
Louis market is much more satisfactory to 
the Western shipper, both as regards the in- 
spection of their corn and the price paid for 
it. Ti.e country shipper has already caught 
onto this undisputed fact, ani they are 
turning their shipments away from Chicag» 
and towards St. Louis. For some little time 
past the receivers in Chicago have been 
working hard to have the present rigor 


of their inspection relaxed. So _ tar 
they have not been able to ef- 
fect anything. Some o! them entertain 
hopes that the inspection will _ be- 


come easier,in a short time, but they have not 
had so farany satisfactory reasons for be- 
lieving so. ‘The inspector who has the con- 
trolling power in this matter is said to bea 
very stubborn man, and his ideas are that a 
rigid inspection and the high standard should 
be maintained. Itis not believed, or rather 
itis not openly expressed in that 
that the Chicago inspectors are in collusion 
with the parties who now contro! tlieir corn 


market, whatever may be be- 
lieved or said outside of Chi- 
cago.

The 
parties who sent this corn are not willing two 
let the Chicago clique have itall their own 
wavy, and an appeal will be taken from these 
inspectors’ decision, even if the case has to 
be earried before the Lllinois Warehouse 
Commissioners, Three of these Sit. Louis 
shippers went up to Chicago Saturday even- 
ing, and are now there to see that their in- 
terestaare protected. ‘These parties are R. 
S. McCormick, D. P. Grierand W. L. Green, 
Jr. A telegram from Gen. Grier, received 
about noon to-day, stated that out of 22 cars 
of his corn received in Chicago to-day, 21 
cars inspected No. 2, and one car rejected on 
account of ice on the corn. ‘This is a decided 
improvement over last week’s inspection. 
CALLED FOR MARGINS. 

A report came from Ciicago this forenoon 
that the Marginal Committee of their Board 
of ‘Trade would be cailed. upon by the Janu- 
ary corn shorts to fix the inarginal vaiue of 
corn in that market. If this is done it is be- 
lieved by St. Louis operators that the “‘eor- 
ner’ would receive a severe blow. Besides 
having a large amount of their money tied 
up in their purchases of the cash article, the 
clique would probabiy be called upon for ten 
to fifteen cents a bushel margins on their en- 
tire line of long corn, This would take more 
money than it is belieyed the clique has 
to spare. They are trying to create 


the impression that they have a 
Wall street crowd at their backs, but this is 
not generally believed. McGeoch and Huatch- 
insou are still on the short side of January 
corn, and this fact gives the St. Louis shorts 
a great deal of sand. It is thought that these 
two heavy-weights would not stay short un- 
less they knew of sone way to down. the 
“corner,” anditis believed that they are 
just the men to do this same.

Strong and Emphatic Condemna- 
tion From the Leading 
Lawyers.

Unanimous Opinion That the Law Should be 
Amended--Brief Interviews on the Sub- 
ject. ' 
The measure before the State Legislature 

amending the deposition law is receiving 
some attention from the legal profession and 
the public generally. There isa widespread 
feeling that important changes are necessary 
to correct the abuses of the existing system, 
and the notarial machinery will be thoroughly 
overhauled. 

From the respectable element of the bar of. 
St. Louis there appears to be but one opin- 
ion, viz.: that the present deposition law 
should be materially changed, so as to check 
the dishonest practices of disreputable and 
unscrupulous atttorneys and confine the oper- 
ations of the deposition mill to cases where 
the actual necessity exist for pre- 
serving testamony. A Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter gathered the following 


terse expression on the subject from  well- 
known wembers of the bar, whose opinion is 
of some weight at this time: 

CITY COUNSELOR BELL: 

‘Tam decidedly in favor of such changes 
in the deposition law as will correct the 

resent abuses. The measure before the 

egislature lam not well posted upon, but 
shall give it my attention. The existing law 
must be changed.” 
GEN. JOHN B. HENDERSON: 

“The privileges have been grossly abused. 
A deposition is often a necessity, but the 
existing law opens the door too wide and 
any amendment looking to suppression of 
the abuses should receive the unanimous 
support of the profession and the public. I 
have not examined into the measure before 
the Legislature and cannot speak as to its 
merits. .OfLcourse it isaimed at the correc- 
tion of the abuses.”’ 

i HON. G, A. FINKELNBURG: 

The deposition law should pe amended so 
as to confine that branch of legal inquiry to 
its legitimate purpose—the preservation of 
testimony which cannet be procured at the 
trial of acase. The existing law is shown to 
be defective. It permits abuses which ean 
no longer be tolerated. ‘The whole subject 
requires careful consideration, which I have 
not had the time to give to it.” 

D. T. JEWETT: 

“Indeed, I amin favor of amending the 
doposition law, Thesystem needs complete 
change. There has been a constant abuse of 
the power conferred by the law in this re- 
gard. Cases have been tried in the newspa- 
pers, and the testimony is too often only 
taken for that purpose. The law musi be 
changed.” 


W. B. THOMPSON: 

*“‘Depositions must be taken in some in- 
stances ; otherwise it would be better to abol- 
ish the system entirely. There is no question 
that the preseut law permits many abuses 
of the power. and the  Legisla- 
ture will do well to support any measure 
looking to a complete change in that respect. 
I have not examined the bill before the 
Legislature, and therefore cannot say 
whetber it meets the pressing demands for 
amendment of the law in every particular, 
Notarial examinations shovld be more ai- 
rectiy controlled by the courts.’’ 

GEORGE W. TAUSSIG: 

“The deposition law should be changed, if 
solely for the purpose of checking the dan- 
ractices of dishonest men at this 


gerous 
bar. y all means let us have 
a change. We have seen but recently 


how the wer can be abused by one man. 
The law should not sanction it.” 
JUDGE SCOTT: 

“T favor amendment of the deposition law 
because the operation of. the system in St. 
Louis has shown to all of us how many abus- 
es iteovers. This must all be changed if the 
deposition machinery is to stand. The 
courts must be clothed with power 
to closely control notarial examinations. The 
law must be framed to suppress irrelevant 
inquiries and to curtail abuses of the power 
in every feature.”’ 

F. N. JUDSON: 

“There is a strong necessity for amending 
the law. The*machinery must be more 
directly supervised ahd controlled by the 
courts. The notary’s powers need eurtail- 
ment. Thepurpose of takinga deposition 
must be clearly set forth, and 
the practice of trying cases in the newspapers 
before a notary must be frowned down by 
the profession.’”’ 

COL. D. P. DYER: 

“T am in favor of any law that will pre- 
vent shysters going around manufacturing 
testimony outside the courts. The deposi- 
tion law must be changed. It has lead to 
great abuse.”

BATCH FROM THE BENCH. 


The Circuit Judges Render Decisiods 
To-Day--Notable Cases. 

The Circuit Judgeg to-day rendered a batch 
of decisions in various cases taken under ad- 
yisement. Particulars in notable suits are 
given below. The Judges, after handing 
down opinions, at once proceeded to the 
trial docket of the week. Judge Barclay has 
chosen Wednesday for rendering the decis- 
ions of court No. 3. 

Judge Lubke sustained to-day demurrers 
to the petition in the ease of Chas. L. Lup- 
ton, a minor, by next friend, against Pioneer 
Lodge, Ancient Order of Foresters, et ai. 
Chis was an action for recovery of sick- 
benefits accruing @uring the lifetime 


of a member; Ilkewise to recover 
the burial fund and $1,000 payable 
to the nominee or legal representatives in the 
eveut of death. The demurrer is sustained as 


against both the corporation and the direc- 
tors. The petition failed to show the ap- 
pointment of a next friend. The sick bene- 
fits accrued to the deceased member during 
his lifetime, were . payable to him 
and are apart of his es- 
tate. The burial expenses would naturally 
fail upon his estate to be refunded to the ad- 
piuinistrator. The petition does not show 
that the plaintiff in this case was the nomi- 
nee of the deceased member. ‘The phrase, 
‘legal representatives” means ordinarily, ex- 
ecutors or administrators. Judge Lubke 
quotes as follows: “‘In construing contracts 
of this character,courts have been very liber- 
alin favorof the families of decedents 
as against the administrators or executor, 
So that the ‘fund should not fall into the es- 
tate and be subject to the decedent’s 
debts.” The allegation that by virtue of the 
laws Of the Court of Foresters the plaintilf 
isentitled to receive the money, is only a 
ee of a couclusion, not a statement of 
act. 

Judge Horner to-day rendered judgment 
for plaintiff in the case of 8S. C. Bunn, as- 
signce of Faulkner, against the Valley Na- 
tional Bank. J.D. Faulkner was a’ depositor 
at the Valley National, In December. 1881, 
discounted a 


he indorsed and 
note of Mr. Harrison, payable in sixtv 
days. On December 27th Fauikner 


made an assignment for the benefit of credit- 
ors. At that time he had a balance at the 
bank. Before Harrison’s note matured the 
assignee, plaintiff in this case, demanded 
payment of the money remaining to Faulk- 
ner’s credit at the bank and it was refused. 
The Court says: “The bank had no right 
after the assignment, to hold the 
money due Faulkner to meet an 
anticipated demand in favor of the bank 
against Faulkner oa his indorsement of the 
arrison note.” 

Inthe case of Chas. B. Hamweg against 
Maigaret Hamweg, Judge Thayer has the 
following to say: ‘I am satisfied that when 
the present bill was filed the plaintiff was 
not entitled to adivorce. As the relations 
of the partiesmay have changed pending this 
suit, and as the plaintiff may have since 
made honest and _ persevering efforts 
to induce the defendant to abandon 
a life of shame which wouid now entitie him 
to a divoree, leave will be granted him to 
take a nonsuit within five days; otherwise 
the bill will be dismissed. 

Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day 
inthe divorce case ‘of Augusta M, Trail 
against Russell T. Trall. ‘Lhe court says: 
‘it is very doubtful under the proof whether 
the plaintrif is entitled to a decree even if the 

etition was unvbjectioanble. Plaintili’s 
etters, written in 1580, show. that all griev- 
ances prior to that date were forgiven and 
had boon of a trivial character. ‘The 
specified acts to support the charge of cruel 
and barbarous treatment do not support that 
charge. ‘Lie acts proven, at most, 
amount to indiguities. Plaintiff should not 
be allowed to recover on grounds not as- 
signed in the petition. The plaintitf will 
be allowed to take a nonsuit if she so 
elects within five days. ‘the motion to com- 
el the plaintiff to bring her child into this 
state is overruled,”’ 

Judge Adams rendered an interesting de- 
cision to-day in the case of August Eyerinann 
against Mary Provenchere, et al. The 
court gives judgement to plaintiff and finds 
that two ordiuances, one to create a sewer 
district in St. Louis, and the other to pro- 
vide for constructing asewer therein,are valid 
énactinents by siunultaneous legisiaiion, 

The court likewise finds that a contractor 
can not be preveuted from recovering on tax- 
bills because the petition tor the sewer did 
nut coutain a majority signature. When the 
Board of Public Luprovements submitted 
tue ordinanee, it effectually declared that the 
sewer was necessary for some purpose. The 
pilaintilf contracied with the city 
to construct the sewer in seven weeks, 
A sewer, however, had been constructed in 
block 2061 instead of block 2050. in Febru- 
ary, 1882, the Sewer Commissioner required 
the contractor to build a sewer in the alley 
of block 2050. ‘The old tax bills were surren- 
dered to the city and new ones were issued 
for the work as finally done. ‘The tax bills 
sued on belonged to the iast issue and judg- 
meut is given ior the contractor. 


Judge ‘Thayer dismissed the cashed order 
case of Smith against Dye. ‘The court says: 
“Kor the purpose of this decision [shail as- 
sume thatifMr.Dye represented himseif to be 
the attorney oi the receiver of the lile in- 
surance company, and in that 
capacity stated that there woud 
soun be funds in the hands of the receiver 
applicable to payment of the security when 
as a watter of iact he well knew that there 
were no assets applicable to Dy such 
statement would be a fraud entitling the 
piaintiff to reiief.

From the New York Graphic. 

He takes about as much interest in the 
work he is hired to do as would a young bear 
simi arly circumstaneed, and little is the 
wonder. He is simply employed as a human 
machine to run, fetch, carry and hold things, 
The office is to him.a prison. 

He is frowned upon, reproved, sat down 
upon and snubbed by everybody. There is 
no one left for the office boy tosnnb. He is 
the lowest in the class.

He brings with him a noon lunch and 
eats it at ten o’clock. He retires into cor- 
ners and eats between whiles.

Gossip. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON Ciry, January 13.—This 
is Sunday in the State Capital, and 
one is almost tempted to date this letter from 
Siberia, for the snow covers the rugged hills 
and the rugged streets, and the landscape is 
desolate. The House adjourned on Friday, 
and the hegira of members commenced at 
once. The Friday session was waning and 
members were asking leave of absence for 
each other. Particnlarly was this the case 
with the St. Louis delegation, and Anthony, 
of Nodaway, a grizzled old legislator, who 
can always be depended upon to do 
something funny at the right time, arose and 
formally asked leave of absence until Mon- 
day at2p. m. for all St. Louis members. 
While the laugh went around Sol Hughlett 
moved adjournment yntil Monday. He was 
induced to withdraw "the motion until one 
passed authorizing the Treasurer to at once 
pay upon certificate of the Committee on Ac- 
counts the mileage and postal allowance of 
the members, a matter of $60 per individual. 
No objection was offered to this, and Car- 


ter, of Lafayette, and McGinness, of 
St. Louis, both failed to oppose 
it. It certainly is the first 


proposition advanced during this session 


that one or the other has not violently object- 
edto. Ithas leaked out that this proposi- 
tion to relieve the necessities of the members 
originated with. State Treasurer Chappell, 
and that this is the opening gun of a vigorous 
campaign that he and his friends intend to 
make in behalf of his elevation to the execu- 
tive chair. Friday night and yesterday there 
was a wild rush to the trains, and to-day the 
town is practically in possession of the mem- 
bers, who in the olden days received from 
$10 to $200 mileage,and the sedate Senators. 
who dare not risk the weal of the Common- 
wealth to the possibility of a railroad acci- 
dent. As the gorgeous and toothsome mince 
pie is tothe shriveled doughnut, so is the 
Senator to the member of the iower House. 
A REPUBLICAN MONUMENT. 
Those who remained in the city affixed 
their “creepers” to their boots this morning 
and went to church. Some worshiped at the 
new $40,000 Catholie Church, others went 
to the Southern Methodist, many to the 
forty-year-old edifice opposite the 
M:dison Hotel where the grace 
of Episcopalianism is showered upon the 
devoted, aud others to the ruin-surrounded 
resort of the faithful band who each Sunday 
congregate to pra se the Redeemer according 
tothe torms presented by the conference of 
the M. E. Church North. It is located just 
around the corner trom the Madison Hotel, 
aud directly across the street from the Gov- 
ernoy’s mansion. For years a Spartan band 
had met in the little stone church, whose 
buiiding was almost coincident with the loca- 
tion of the Capital. The M. E. Church South 
was the resort of fashionable Christians. 
The latter was the Admini tration church. 
The revolution came in the early days of the 
war. To be a Democrat was unhealthy. 
The provisiona!t KRepubiican Governor came 


Clurg’s admnistration, the congregation 
concluded to ¢grect an edifice that would 


pruperly indiéate their pos.tion. An archi- 
cect designed a towering addition 
to be built in front of the 
old stone house of worship 


which would reflect the dignity and position 
of the M. E. Church North and cause ail 
others to bow low. ‘The work was commenc- 
ed, aud two stories of granite and pressed 
brick appeared upon the landscape. About 
this time a movement which history called 
‘*‘Liberal Republican” swept over the State. 
b. Gratz Brown and his ilk took possession 
of the capital. Work was suspended on the 
new chureh. ‘T'wo years later Woodson 
came in as Governor, under what the Bour- 
bons call **fhe Restoration,” and the half- 
inisbed walis of the editice of the M. E, 
Chureh North were covered with boards. 
The winds long ago biew away this 
temporary protection. The mortar in the 
Walls is slowly rotting, the passing breeze 
sends an occasional brick into th- cellar, 
through the warped aud time-worn raiters, 
aud tuere this broken shaft stands, a ruined 
monument to the former exisience of a party 
which once held this State in iron bands and 
sought to perpetuate its powers by the main- 
tenance ol the principles of disfranchisement, 
brutal but dishonest majority and almost 
monarchy, When the student of the history 
of his State looks upon this crumbling ruin 
he recalis the Drake Constitution and 
the administration of Fletcher and Me- 
Clurg, and thanks Providence for the 
existence in those days of Brown, Johnson, 
Pulitzer and the others who emaricipated 
1L0,000 white freemen of the State of Mis- 
sour. 

BROOKS AND INTERVIEWS MADE EASY. 

A wreck upon the railroad a short distance 
from here on Friday night prevented me 
from making an abstract of the hour anda 
half address of Dr. John A. Brooks on be- 
half of Prohibition. The Doctor is Presi- 
dent of the Missouri Alliance, and is located 
here for the winter for the purpose of en- 
couraging the “submissionists” in their new 
belief of keeping the Prohibitionists to- 
wether, and, if possible, converting the 
Anti-Prohibitionists.
